To the inhabitants of the town of New Durham in the 
County of Strafford, in said State qualified to vote 


in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the town hall in said 
New Durham, on Tuesday, the 10th day of March 
next at twelve of the clock to act upon the follow- 


ing subjects: 


Article 1. To choose all necessary town officers for the 
year ensuing. 


And you are hereby further notified to meet at 
said town hall in said New Durham at seven 
o’clock in the afternoon to act upon the follow- 
ing subjects: 


Article 2. To raise and appropriate such sums of 
money as are necessary to defray the expenses of 
town government for the ensuing year in accord- 
ance with the recommendations of the budget com- 
mittee. | 


Article 38. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to borrow such sums of ‘money as may 
be necessary to pay current expenses in anticipa- 
tion of taxes. 


Article 4. To see if the town will vote to discontinue 
winter plowing in the usual way on the following 
roads: Dame Road, Valley Road, Cross Road, 


Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
selectmen to make sale of the mature timber on the 
John Shirley Estate, the cutting of the same to be 
done under the supervision of the selectmen and ac- 
cording to the advice of the State Forestry Commis- 
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sion and / or the County Forester, aS provided tor 
in paragraph 2 of the John Shirley will, the proceeds 
of said sale to be placed in the custody of the 
Trustees of Trust Funds until such time as they are 
appropriated to some proper governmental purpose 
by vote of the Town in accordance with paragraph 
4 of the John Shirley will. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the 
selectmen to make sale of the timber on the John 
Shirley Estate by competitive bidding, with the pro- 
vision that the selectmen may reject any or all bids 
if not satisfactory to the selectmen.

FIRE WARDEN’S REPORT 


YOU CAN HELP 
PREVENT FOREST FIRES 


Twenty-five percent of all forest fires in New Hamp- 
shire are caused from careless debris burning—brush, 
paper, leaves, grass, etc. Most of them are started without 
the required permit from the local forest fire warden. 
The cost of extinguishing these fires annually runs into 
large sums of money. 


Aceording to law, responsible parties must pay the 
cost of putting them out. In addition, violators may be 
subject to court prosecution with fines running as high 
as ($200) two-hundred dollars. 


In the interest of fire prevention why not eliminate 
burning at rome? Use your town dump. It has been set. 
up for your personal convenience. It provides a suitable 
place for the disposal of dangerous inflammable waste 
material and other useless items which accumulate 
around the home and local stores; brush, etc. cut} om 
your property. Eliminate the hazard of burning yourself. 
It will be easier for you—personally and financially. 


If, however, you do burn on your premises : 


TOWN OF NEW DURHAM at 





1. Secure a permit from your local forest fire 
warden—the law requires it. 

2. Be sure to properly supervise your burning. 
Don’t leave it. 

3. ~Make certain your fire is DEAD OUT before 

leaving it.

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SHIRLEY FUND REPORT 


October 20, 1957 
FROM: Shirley Committee 


_To: — Town Moderator and Citizens of New Durham 


SUBJECT: — Report and Investigation and Recoin- 
mendations for Town Action :— 


This Committee investigated the details pertaining 
to Sections 2, 3 and 4 of the Shirley will, to the extent 
_possible without expenditure of town funds, with the 
following results :—_ 


(a) The will stipulates that the timber should be 
cut under the advice of the State Forestry Commission. 


For this reason, the State Forester was contacted. 
He advised that the preliminary survey would entail 
an expense to the Town of an estimated $500.00, 


All. subsequent cruising, etc., by the State Forestry 
would involve further expenses. 


Further investigation disclosed that, had the wil) 
stipulated supervision by the County Forestry instead of 
the State, no expense for such service would have incur- 
red. 


7 (b) In an attempt to gain further information, the 
Committee contacted the County Forester, who obligingly 
visited the estate and suggested that a percentage of the 
proceeds from any sale of timber be set aside for a sys- 
tematic program of pruning and trimming the remaining 
stand. He also informed us that, if the forested land was 
set up in the Federal Program, funds would be available 
from the government in an approximate ratio of 2 to 1. 


(c) Information gathered from several sources indi- 
cates that the presently saleable timber, which has ma- 
tured to such extent as to require cutting, has an ap- 
proximate value of $5,000.00. 


The remainder of the presently growing timber is 
estimated to have an eventual value of $10,006.00. 


Proper reforestation will, of course, develop a con- 
tinuing income. 
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(d) The locations of the boundary lines were found 
and cruised, A fairly accurate chart was made of same. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


After a careful analysis of all available data, the 
Committee respectfully submits the following recommen- 
dations :— | 


1. That the Town take such steps as are necessary 
to obtain the State Forestry Commission’s consent to ad- 
vise the Town to use the advice and guidance of the 
County Forester and furthermore, when it is advanta- 
geous to the Town, to participate in the Agricultural 
Conservation Program and similar programs of the Fed- 
eral Government. 


The Committee firmly believes this to be in full 
accord with Mr. Shirley’s wishes and that such action 
would be in legal compliance with the terms of his will. 


2. That ten percent of the proceeds of any sale of 
timber be set aside for systematic maintenance and de- 
velopment of the forest; or, in the event of approval of 
the recommendation contained in paragraph 1 above, 
that this sum be used for partictipation in the federal 
program. 

3. That the proceeds of the sale of timber, less the 
ten percent mentioned in paragraph 2 above, be invested 
in suitable bonds or other trust funds and the interest 
therefrom be disbursed by the selectmen for the main- 
tenance of town buildings. 


4. That sums obtained from the sale of any of the 
land or buildings mentioned in paragraph 3 and 4 of the 
will be placed in-the bonds or trust funds mentioned ip 
recommendation 3 above.

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SUPERINTENDENT BOYNTON’S REPORT 


Your Superintendent of Schools serves six towns; 
namely, New Durham, Alton, Barnstead, Pittsfield, Tuf- 
tonboro and Wolfeboro. In these six towns of Supervisory 
School Union No. 49 there are 9 public schools and 1 pri- 
vate academy, There are 87 full-time, 7 parttime and 3 
nurse-teachers employed for the 7 elementary and 3 sec- 
ondary schools—a total faculty of 97 teachers serving 
1837 pupils in 10 schools. 

The problem of increasing school enrollments exists 
throughout Union No. 49. As early as December of 1957 it 
Was apparent that in New Durham some definite agree- 
ments needed to be made with the Alton School District 
if any workable long-range plans were to be developed. 
As a matter of fact, some decisions were necessary by the 
people of New Durham and since these decisions were im- 
portant, some study of the entire situation needed to be 
undertaken. 


The school district’s attention was called to this 
matter and a Citizens’ Committee was appointed with the 
following membership: Mrs. Janet Berry, Miss Adele 
Fournier, Mr. George Bickford, Mr. Harris Corson and 
Mr. Cecil Pike. This committee has met with the School 
Board on seven occasions to study and explore the several 
possibilities for educating pupils in grades 5 through 12. 
Two joint meetings were held with a Citizens’ Committee 
which had been formed in Alton. 

An enrollment projection was studied and the possi- 
bilities of forming a “Cooperative School District” were 
discussed. All this activity eventually led to the formula- 
tion of specific recommendations which were comprehen- 
sively explained in a written report prepared by Chair- 
man Robert Nixon in behalf of the entire committee and 
distributed at a Special District Meeting held on Friday, 
Pebruary 6, 1959. 

This Special District Meeting was necessary so that 
the voters of New Durham might make known their deci- 
sion regarding the Committee’s report and take such ac- 
tion as they saw desirable to authorize the School Board 
to make a tuition agreement with the Alton School Dis- 
trict, The article in the Warrant for the February 6, 1959, 
Special Meeting was adopted and it is produced below as 
a matter of record : — 
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“To see if the district will authorize the School 
Board to make a tuition agreement with the Alton School 
District for such elementary and high school education 
as may need to be provided at schools other than those 
which exist within the NEW DURHAM SCHOOL DIS- 
TRICT and to authorize the School Board to determine 
the length of the contract period and the tuition rates, 
except that the interval covered by any one contract must 
not exceed five years and the tuition rate for any specific 
year may exceed by no more than five per cent the state 
average per pupil costs as estimated by the State De- 
partment of Education”. 

At this writing we must await the decision of the 
Alton School District but it is expected that a tuition 
contract will be acceptable to them and that the much 
needed decision will be forthcoming. In other words, 
much indecision may soon be resolved and long-range 
plans can then be developed which hold promise of mu- 
tual benefit to both districts. 

The testing program nas been revised and extended. 
A test of high validity is being used to measure pupils’ 
scholastic ability and a battery of tests are administered 
to determine achievement. Teachers and parents need to 
know if a child is working up to his capacity and these 
two types of tests provide an objective indication of this 
situation. 

The two teachers at the Plains School demonstrate a 
sincere concern for your boys and girls and their efforts 
are highly commendable. Mrs. Jessie Walsh brings many 
years of experience to her aid and continues to teach es- 
pecially well the skill subjects, Mrs. Helen Ferry has 
succeeded Manora Cinyton, whe was dearly loved by 
youngsters and highly regarded by their parents. Mrs. 
Ferry is extremely capable in dealing with the individual 
differences of her pupils and she has been well received by 
pupils and townfolks. | 

In closing, your Superintendent is especially grateful 
for the wholesome interest the citizens of New Durham 
have exhibited in public education. The attitude a town 
takes toward the education of its youth is of very great 
importance. Your Superintendent pledges his best efforts 
to serve the New Durham Community effectively and he 
truly appreciates the many kindnesses shown him.

(a) REPORT OF SCHOOL HEALTH WORK—1957-58 


To the Townspeople, School Board and Superintendent of 
schools of New Durham, 


During the winter and spring of 1958, we had a few 
cases of measles and mumps at school. Also, we had three 
severe cases of ring worm of the scalp that caused weeks 
of absence for the children involved. 


As of the autumn of 1958, the attendance at school 
has been very good. A tuberculosis skin-testing clinic is 
planned for early spring, through the cooperation of the 
New Hampshire Tuberculosis Association. A dental clini¢e 
was held this fall, 


One problem that exists in all towns is the care and 
training of our physically and mentally handicapped chil- 
dren. Various school districts in the state have felt the 
need and importance of doing something for these chil- 
dren. At the present time, we have inthe area of Alton, 
New Durham, Barnstead and Pittsfield, a group of six 
boys—or probably more—in the age group of from ten to 
fifteen years, that need special training. To set up a spe- 
cial class for these children with instruction in manual 
training as well as teaching of the three R’s seems to be 
the solution of a community problem of this kind. These 
children have the right to an education and the parents 
of these children feel they should have it, 


Geographically, Alton or Barnstead seems to be the 
central place, as far as transportation is concerned. My 
suggestion is to consider the Center Barnstead school 
building as a training center for our physically and men- 
tally handicapped children in the area. I hope the super- 
intendent, school board members and people of these 
towns will consider a special class for our less fortunate 
children. It is an endeavor worth trying and it is needed 
now. Consideraticn by these towns might make it a finan- 
cial reality,

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REPORT OF PRINCIPAL 


This is my seventh year as a teacher at New Durham, 

TI am working with a new teacher, Mrs. Ferry, who has 
replaced Mrs Clayton. I teel sure she will continue with 
high quality work, which is necessary to maintain the 
standard of a good school. 
? We are both concerned with the Three R’s, which so 
many parents feel has become of minor importance in our 
schools of today, The boys and girls in our school CAN 
read. 

Arithmetic is one of the fundamental subjects in the 
elementary school. The content of the course for the first 
six grades is determined by the functions which it per- 
forms in every day life. Since every individual is in con- 
tinual contact with the number relationship, the school 
should develop to a high degree such abilities as are 
necessary in the ordinary activities of social relations, 

One is not likely to over estimate the importance of 
reading in the elementary school curriculum. It is the 
most effective preparation for further schooling. It is 
all-important as a factor in the process of character 
building, which is the ultimate end of public school train- 
ing. 

Handwriting is a skill which is necessary for the 
individual’s social and vocational efficiency, 

Great emphasis should be placed on English, as an 
inherent and inseparable part of every school activity. 

The areas of study for social studies for the first five 
grades are as follows:

Grade 3. Our Home and Community

THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the inhabitants of the school district in the 
Town of New Durham, New Hampshire, qualified to 
vote in district affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in 
said district on the third day of March 1959, at eight 
o’clock in the evening to ect upon the following subjects: 


Article 1. To choose a moderator for the coming 
year. 


Article 2. To choose a clerk for the ensuing year. 


Article 3. To choose a treasurer for the ensuing 
year. 


Article 4. To choose a member of the school 
poard for the ensuing three years. 


Article 5. To determine and appoint the salaries 
of the school board and truant officers, and fix the com- 
pensation of any other officers, or agents of the district. 


Article 6. To hear the report of agents, auditors, 
committees, or officers heretofore chosen and pass any 
vote relating thereto. 


Article 7. To choose agents, auditors and com- 
mittees in relation to any subject embraced in this 
warrant. 


Article 8. To see what sum of money the district 
will raise and appropriate for the support of schools, 
for the salaries of school district officers and agents 
and for the payment of statutory obligations of the 
district, and to authorize the application against said 
appropriation of such sums as are estimated to be 
received from the state foundation aid fund, together 
with other income: the school board to certify to the 
selectmen the balance between the estimated revenue 
and the appropriation, which balance is to be raised by 
taxes by the town. 
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9 To see wiiat sum of money the district will raise 
and appropriate for additions and improvements to be 
made at the Plains School, and whether the district will 
authorize che school board to raise such a sum through 
the issuance of serial notes upon the credit of the dis- 
trict for all or any portion of the sum so raised and ap- 
propriated; and to authorize the school board to deter- 
mine the terms and conditions upon which the notes shall 
be issued, including the time and place of payment of 
principal and interest, the rate of interest, and all other 
matters in connection with the financing of this project, 
except that the final payment on the loan shall be made 
not later than five years after the date of said loan. 


10. To see if the district will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $7,009.00 for the purchase of a new school bus, 
and authorize the school board to issue serial notes for 
this purpose for an amount not to exceed $7,000.00 in the 
name of and on the credit of the district: said notes to be 
issued pursuant to the Municipal Finance Act or any oth- 
er enabling authority; and to authorize the school board 
to determine the time and place of payment of the print 
cipal and interest, the rate of interest, and all other mat- 
ters in connection with the financing of this project, ex- 
cept that the final payment on the loan shall be made not 
later than five years after the date of said loan.
